class storing data of on e session and th e s e cond derived class storing data of the set number 
of s es sion s.

wh e r e in th e abstract class includes first and second derived classes, the first derived 
class storing data of on e s e ssion and the second derived class storing data of the set number 
ef.

receiving an object derived from th e abstract class including the log of the monitored 
data, and communicating data based on the log of the monitored data in the one of the 
formats ; and 

s e tting a numb e r of s e ssions of utilizing th e op e ration pan e l to b e e x e cut e d by th e user 
prior to the communicating device communicating the log of the monitor e d data, 

wh e rein th e abstract class includ e s first and s e cond d e riv e d classes, th e first d e riv e d 
class storing data of one session and th e s e cond derived class storing data of th e s e t numb e r 
of s e ssions .

operation panel of an image forming device, the operation panel comprising a plurality of 
operations to be selected by a user, the computer program code mechanism comprising: 

a first computer code device configured to monitor data of selecting of the plurality of 
operations of the operation panel by the user, and configured to generate a log of the 
monitored data in one of multiple formats, to package the log of the monitored data into 
diff e r e nt forms of th e monitor e d data u s ing a packaging obj e ct d e riv e d from an abstract class 
wherein the multiple formats include at least one of a time stamp including a time of selecting 
of the plurality of operations of the operation panel or a frequency of selection of the plurality 
of operations of the operation panel : 

a second computer code device configured to receive an obj e ct d e riv e d from th e 
abstract class including the log of the monitored data, and to communicate data based on the 
log of the monitored data in the one of the formats^ -aftd 

a third computer code device configured to set a number of s e ssions of utilizing the 
operation panel to b e e x e cut e d by the user prior to th e s econd comput e r cod e devic e 
communicating th e log of th e monitor e d data, 

wh e r e in the abstract clas s includ es first and s e cond d e riv e d cla s s es , the first d e riv e d 
class storing data of on e s e ssion and th e s e cond deriv e d class storing data of the s e t numb e r 
of s e ssions .

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Claim 36 (New): An image forming device according to claim 9, further comprising: 

setting unit means for setting a number of sessions of utilizing the operation panel to 

be executed by the user prior to the communicating means communicating the data based on 

the log of the monitored data. 

Claim 37 (New): An image forming device according to claim 9, wherein the 
communicated data includes the elapsed time of a selection of an operation from a start of the 
monitoring. 

Claim 38 (New): An image forming device according to claim 9, wherein the log of 
the monitored data includes the frequencies of selection of the plurality of operations of the 
operation panel, and the communicated data includes the frequencies of selection of the 
plurality of operations of the operations panel. 

Claim 39 (New): A method according to claim 17, further comprising: 
setting a number of sessions of utilizing the operation panel to be executed by the user 
prior to communicating the data based on the log of the monitored data. 

Claim 40 (New): A method according to claim 17, wherein the communicated data 
includes the elapsed time of a selection of an operation from a start of the monitoring. 

Claim 41 (New): A method according to claim 17, wherein the log of the monitored 
data includes the frequencies of selection of the plurality of operations of the operation panel, 
and the communicated data includes the frequencies of selection of the plurality of operations 
of the operations panel. 
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Claim 42 (New): A computer program product according to claim 25, further 
comprising: 

a third computer code device configured to set a number of sessions of utilizing the 
operation panel to be executed by the user prior to the second computer code device 
communicating the data based of the log of the monitored data. 

Claim 43 (New): A computer program product according to claim 25, wherein the 
communicated data includes the elapsed time of a selection of an operation from a start of the 
monitoring. 

Claim 44 (New): A computer program product according to claim 25, wherein the 
log of the monitored data includes the frequencies of selection of the plurality of operations 
of the operation panel, and the communicated data includes the frequencies of selection of the 
plurality of operations of the operations panel. 
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
